Freach Civilians Held to Ransom 


- The French Embassy hasisaued 
through the Preas- Bureau a Note 
from the French Government, 
dsted July 17, of which the 
following ia a translativn:— 

Tho Government of the Re- 
public has been informed that at 
Roubsix (Department du Nord), 
8 town now occupied by German 
armed forces, 130 French citizens, 
including the leading indastrial 
and commercial representatives, 
32 municipal councillors, and 
two priests, one of whom is the 
senior oure of the town, wore ‘ar- 
rested on July Jat instant by the 
militery authorities of the Ger- 
man Empire and dispstohed on 
Jaly 4to the prisoners’ camp at 
Kuntrow (Mechlenburg), where 
they have been interned, 2 

This wholesales arrest hag been 
carried ont under the following 
pretexts:— 

(1) The town. refaged to pay an 
indemnity of £6,000 for the bom- 
bardment of the German Con- 
sulute at Alexandrotta (Turkey). 
by ths French Fleat, 

(2) The indastrial workers 
declined to open and allow their 
factories to ba utilised for the 
needa of the German Army, 

The Government of the Re- 
public brings to the knowledgo 
of the civilised Government this 
new and odious violation of the 
Taw of Nations, and, unless tho 
Government of the German 
Empire immediately setaatliberty 
tho French citizens above men- 
tioned, will be compelled to take

Dwindilag ‘Navy: the Enemy's 
Lament. . 


Auterdam, Ang. 0. 


An official report issued to-day | 


in Constantinople atates:— 

The battleship Hairredin Bar- 
baross) baa boon sunk by an 
enemy submarine. ‘ 

The greater part of the orew 
waa saved. 

The Joas of the Barbarosso, 
however regrettable in itself, doss 
Dot affect us excessively, beyond 
the faok that it places the strength 
of ‘our ships, as compared with 
those of the enemy, in the ratio 
of ono to ten. 

Bought From Germany in roto. 

The Hairredin Barbarosse, one 
of the older Tarkish battleships, 
was completed at Wilhelmshaven 


in 1894, having been launched | hej 


threo yeors earlier, She had a dis- 
placement of over 10,000. tonsa, 
tons, therefore boing about the 
same size aa the battleship Mes. 
sudiyeh,. which, while guarding 
the minefield, was sank by tho 
Bll in the Dardanelles last De- 
cember. Tho dimensions of the 
lost vessel were : Length, 354 
feet; bestia, 65 fect ; dranght, 25 
feet. Hor armament consisted of 
six Jl-inob, eight 4.l-inch, eight 
pounder, and four machine 
guns, and she had two submerged 
torpedo tubes. . 

Both tho Hairredin Barbarossa 
and her sister ship, the Targat 
Reis, areex-Garman vessels. Thon 
nown respectively aa the Kure 
farst Friedrich Wilhelm and the 
Weissenburg, they were pur- 
chased by Turkey.in 1910, With 
6 horaa-power of 10,000 they were 
capable of a maximum speed of 
V7 knots. The Barbarosse carried 
about 650 officers and mea, Ori- 
ginslly coating about £700,000, ake 
was sold to Tarkey for £450,000, 
Doubtless the Germans were glad 
to dispose of the vessel on these 
term, for neither the Barbarosse 
nor the Targat Reis was consider. 
od a good’ investment’ by the 
Admiralty. _ 

Probably. ‘this latest feat in 
Turkish watera was accomplished 
by ono of the Britich submarines 
which have been doing such dar- 
ing and snocessfal wore in the 
Sea of Marmora ; but itis possible 
that the oredit is due to a French 
vessel. This point should be 
sottled when the submaring re- 
tarns to the fleet and reports on 
ita work.
